Rain Needed in Many Parts of Corn 


Belt If Crop Is to Meet Promise 


C h i c a g o , 
Aug. 
1—(AP) — 


Drought in the southwest and in 
some Great Lakes areas today was 
forcing cattle to market and caus- 
ing apprehension over the corn 
crop. 


The Santa Fe Railway, in a sum- 


mary of crop conditions in its ter- 
ritory,' said the drought in south- 
ern Kansas was "described as the 
worst in 10 years." 
Sections ot 


Kansas, Oklahoma and Texas need 
rain. 


Northern Illinois and Indiana and 


southern Michigan and Wisconsin 
comprise the drought area in the 
Great Lakes region, the weather 
bureau said. 


Other areas in the grain belt, 


including the heavy producing ter- 
ritories of southern Illinois and 
most of Iowa, were not in imme- 
diate need of rain. 


But moisture will be required in 


most sections of the central west 
within a few days to a week if 
the corn crop is to reach bumper 
forecasts, 
a survey by Lamson 


Brothers, grain firm, disclosed. 


A spot check revealed that in 


Iowa, major producer of the yellow 
grain, prospects for the most part 
were good. Fort Dodge, Iowa Falls, 


Marshalltown and Mason City all 
stated corn ''never looked better." 


In contrast, a report from the 


Davenport area said, "unless we 
get rain within a week, real dam- 
age will appear. Des Moines said 
"no damage as yet but most places 
will need rain within '4 or 5 days 
to avoid damage." 


In Illinois most reports said that 


corn was in excellent condition, al- 
though in the area north of Peoria 
is was said "most corn is in need 
of rain now or production will be 
cut." 


Decatur, DeKalb. Joliet and La- 


Salle said that the crop's condition 
appeared "excellent." 
But these 


areas-added that rain was needed 
in a week or 10 days "or deteriora- 
tion will materialize." 


Less 
optimistic reports came 


from Nebraska. Grand Island said 
"our dry land corn is being dam- 
aged now and will need rain within 
next ten days to prevent serious 
damage." 
Lincoln said, 
"rains 


soon would make a big crop." 


Minnesota reported "no reports 


of corn suffering yet" but added 
"little more general rains would be 
very helpful," while Indiana stated 
"corn is in good condition."

Uncovered So Far 


Chicago, Aug. 1—(AP)—Police 


Lt. Philip Breitzke declared today 
a long-blade hunting knife, located 
and traced by the Chicago Tribune, 
was "the best bit of circumstantial 
evidence we have found" in the in- 
vestigation of the brutal killing of 
Suzanne Degnan. 


The step-by-step running down 


of the knife's ownership, theft and 
finding, the homicide squad chief 
said, "practically puts the knife in 
the kid's hands." 


"The kid' 'he referred to is Wil-

er the slaying, had been identified 
by Guy M. Rodrick, 21, as one 
stolen from his apartment last 
Dec. 3. It said that Rodrick prev- 
iously had identified a .22 caliber 
pistol and other articles which had 
been stolen at the same time and 
which had been found in Heirens' 
room.

Payment for Trial 
Witnesses Problem 


Tokyo, Aug. l_(AP)—Some- 


body has to pay the witnesses 
who testify against or for Hideki 
Tojo and 26 other defendants ac- 
cused of thinking up the Pacific 
War but so far no one has figured 
out who is going to do it. 


Everybody in Tokyo knows that 


$500 monthly is paid witnesses who 
are flown from America to testify 
in minor war trials in Yokohama, 
concerned with beatings of pris- 
oners of war. But no one seems 
to be able to find a wage scale 
for the big trial. 


Such men as J. B. Powell, form- 


er editor of the China Weekly Re- 
view, who lost his feet from gan- 
grene in a prisoner of war camp, 
has been brought to Japan but his 
pay, 
while waiting for weeks to 


testify, is in dispute. 


Some defense attorneys say that 


they will call as high as 1,600 
witnesses. Barracks have been pre- 
pared for 700 defense witnesses 
but the big question is who is go- 
ing to operate the feeding pro- 
ject when these witnesses arrive. 


Apparently also the army will 


treat the witnesses the same as 
Japanese defense counsel—let the 
Japanese government supply the 
meals. 


As for American

witnesses, the tribunal secretariat 
still is waiting for the War De- 
partment to tell it such witnesses 
are in the same class as the minor 
witnesses at Yokohama, meriting- 
$500 a month.

Illinois Cheese Found 


Reason for Poisoning 


Chicago, Aug. 1—(AP) — Con- 


taminated cheese made in an Illi 
nois creamery caused 384 cases of 
food poisoning in Illinois, Tennes- 
see and Kentucky last year, an 
investigation has disclosed. 


Four investigators, 
from 
the 


Tennessee department of public 
health, reported yesterday 
>n the 


journal of the American Medical 
Association that the infection was 
caused by^ the germ, salmonella 
typhimurium— the first time it 
had been 
definitely 
traced 
to 


yheese. 
They recommended pas- 


teurization to make cheese safe. 


The report said the cheese had 


been made from unsanitary milk 
and that the infections occurred 
in March 1940, with 250 cases re- 
ported in Western Tennessee; 100 
cases in Lawrence county, 111., and 
34 cases in Fulton county, Ky. 


An investigation by the food 


and drug administration showed 
the cheese came from the Illinois 
creamery, the article said.

Quality Milk Means More Profit 


To Farmer; Larger Consumer Sales

Universally accepted as a basic and 


fundamental food, milk has becomi 
big business for thousands of dairy 
farmers who strive, not only toi 
quantity, but quality production. 


Quality milk Brings the tanner 


higher prices and. according to the 
United States Department at Agri- 
culture, also "tend? to increase con- 
sumption of the product and thereby 
extends the dairyman's market." It 
has been conservatively estimated by 
government economists that millions 
of dollars are lost annually to those 
farmers who do aot give sufficient 
attention to sanitation and improved 
dairy management practices neces- 
sary tor producing high grade milk. 


Bacteria contamination in milk., the 


biggest barrier to higher mi lie checks 
and quality products, is often trace- 
able to unclean dairy equipment 
Milk utensils, therefore, should be 
thoroughly washed with hot water 


and then subjected to a sterilization 
process or treated with a chlorine 
solution immediately after use. 


To effectively and economically 


clean equipment, farmers need a 
plentiful and dependable supply of 
hot water available in the milk house 
where it can be drawn as needed. U 
hot water is carried from the farm 
residence to the milk house, the 
amount used and its temperature 
upon .arrival may not be satisfactory 
for best purposes. Also, if dairy uten- 
sils are washed in the residence, con- 
siderable time is wasted. Records 
kept over a 90-day period on one 
farm showed that an average of 12 
minutes was spent carrying dairy 
equipment 
from the barn to the 


house to be washed and that an addi- 
tional 23 minutes daily were lost from 
household chores by the housewife 
in cleaning the utensils. 


In order to provide the most prac- 


tical and economical means of heat- 
ing water in the milk house., many 
farmers have turned to electricity. 
A number of different types of elec- 
tric water heaters are available. Some 
operate 
ID connection with water 


pressure systems and others, of the. 
replacement type, do not require run- 
ning water Types are available which 
combine washing troughs and tanks, 
while others include attachments for 
sterilizing utensils after they have 
seen washed. 


The cost of operating dairy water 


aeaters is low in comparison with re- 
sults obtained. A test made on an 
electrified 120-acre Ohio dairy farm, 
producing 206.948 gallons of milk an- 
mally. showed that the electric water 
leater in use ihere consumed only 
125.31 worth of electricity in heat- 
ing 1,856 gallons of water over a 
•ear's time. Generally, dairy water 
leaters consume 15 kilowatt hours of 
)ower per 100 gallons, while from 


to 71? -kilowatt hours of power 


per day are required to sterilize 
lairy utensils used when milking a 
herd of from 10 to 40 cows.

Prices received by Illinois farmers 
for their products zoomed to a 
record high during the month end- 
ed July 15. pPA controls were 
inactive July 1-15. 


The price index on grain, meat 


animal, dairy and poultry rose 48 
points to 259 per cent of the 
1910-14 average, the federal-state 
agriculture department reported. 
The indext was 14 points higher 
than any previous month in 37 
years of record. The previous high 
was 245 in August, 1919. 


The crop price index rose 67 


points to 284 per cent, 100 points 
higher than a year ago and 15 
points below the June, 1920 rec- 
ord.

He also has studied in Geneva, 
Switzerland, and taught also at 
Harvard, Amherst and Columbia.

nation*, or to their survivors, and to authorize the issuance and sale 
of bonds of the State of Illinois to make said payments and to provide 
for the payment of the principal of and interest upon said bonds by a 
direct annual tax and by taxes levied and imposed by amending- Sec- 
tions 6, 10 and lOa of the "Illinois Horse Racing: Act", filed June 13. 
1927, 
as amended, and by taxes levied and imposed by amending 


Sections 2. 3, and 29 of the "Cigarette Tax Act", approved June 2, 1941. 
as amended 
Be It enacted by the People of the State of Illinois reiireseuted ui 


the General Assembly: 
Article 1. 
Section 1-1. Everv person who served in active duty in the mili- 


tary or naval service" of the United States at any time on or after 
September 16. 1940 and prior to September 3. 1945, and who, at the 
time of entering such service, was a resident of the State of Illinois, 
and who is honorably separated or discharged from such service, or 
who is still in active service, or has been retired, or has been fur- 
loughed to a reserve, and who was in such service for a period of 
at least sixty days, shall be entitled to receive from the Illinois Com- 
pensation Fund of the State treasury compensation of ten dollars for 
each month thai- such person was in active domestic service and fifteen 
dollars for each month that such person was in active foreign service 
during such period; provided, that any person who was in active duty 
in the military or naval service of the United States on September 
2, 1945, may. for the purpose "of qualifying for the minimum compen- 
sation under this Act, receive credit for such service thereafter but 
prior to November 1. 1945: provided further that the minimum com- 
pensation payable under this Act shall be fifty dollars. 
Compensa- 


tion for a fraction of a month of service shall be paid on the basis 
of one-thirtieth (1/30) of the above monthly amounts for each day of 
such service. 
No payment shall be made under this Section to any person who. 


though in the service, did civilian work at civilian pay; or who has 
received from another State a bonus or compensation of a like, nature 
as is provided by this Act. 
Service in the merchant marine shall not be considered for the 


purposes of this Act. 
"Domestic service" means service within the Continental limits 


of the United States (excluding Alaska): "foreign service" means all 
other service. 
Section 1-2. 
The husband or wife, child or children, mother. 


fatheVrperson standing in loco parentis, brothers and sisters, in the 
order named, of any deceased person shall be paid the stun or allow- 
ance that such deceased person would be entitled to under Section 1-1 
of this Act if living; but in lieu thereof, if any person died while serv- 
ing in the military or naval forces of the United States on or after Sep- 
tember 6, 1940 and prior to September 3. 1945 and his death was 
service-connected, his survivors as hereinbefore designated and in the 
order named shall be paid nine hundred dollars ($900.00), regardless of 
the length of his service. 
Section 1-3. No assignment of any right or claim to compensation 


under this Act shall be valid. 
Section 1-4. The Service Recognition Board is created, to consist 


of the Governor, the State Treasurer, and the Adjutant General. This 
board shall have complete charge and control of the general scheme 
of payments authorized hi this Act and may adopt general rules for 
the making of such payments, the ascertainment and selection of 
proper beneficiaries and the amount to which such beneficiaries are 
entitled, and for procedure.

cant was a resident of this State at the time he entered the service, 
and shall prescribe by rule the nature! of the proof to be submitted to 
establish the fact of residence.

Section 1-5. The Service Recognition Board may select and ap- 


point such employees as it may deem r.ecessa'y, always giving pref- 
erence in making such appointments to persons entitled to compen- 
sation under this Act or under "An Act to provide payment of compen- 
sation for certain persons who served with the military or naval forces 
of the United States in the recent war with Germany", approved May 
5, 1921. The employees of the Service Recognition Board shall not be 
subject to "An Act to regulate the civil service of the State of Illinois", 
approved May 11, 1905, as amended. 
' 
Section 1-6. All applications for compensation under this Act must 


be made to the Service Recognition Board before July 1, 1949 and no 
payments &hall be made under this Act except on applications received 
by the Service Recognition Board before that date. 


Section 1-7. The State of Illinois is authorized to issue and sell 


and provide tor the retirement of bonds of the State of Illinois to the 
amount of Three Hundred and Eighty-five Million Dollars ($385,000.- 
000.00) for the purpose of providing funds for making the payments 
provided for in this Act. The issuance, sale and retirement of the bonds 
shall be under the general supervision and control of the Service Recog- 
nition Board. 
The bonds shall bear interest, payable annually, from their date, 


at the rate of not more than twx> per centum per annum. They shall 
be serial bonds and be dated, issued and sold from time to time in such 
amounts as may be necessary to provide sufficient money to make 
payments provided for in this Act. Each bond shall be in the denomina- 
tion, of $500.00 or some multiple thereof, and shall be' made payable 
within twenty-five years from its date, and may be made subject to 
redemption in such manner and upon such terms as may be determ- 
ined by the Service Recognition Board. These bonds shall be signed 
by the Governor and attested by the Secretary of State under the seal 
of the State and countersigned by the State Treasurer and by the 
Auditor of Public Accounts 
The signatures of the Governor and 


Auditor of Public Accounts may be lithographed facsimile signatures. 
Interest coupons with lithographed facsimile signatures of the Gov- 
ernor, Secretary of State, Auditor of Public Accounts and State Treas- 
urer may be attached to the bonds. The fact that an officer whose sig- 
nature or facsimile appears on a bond or interest coupon no longer 
holds such office at the time the bond or coupon is delivered shall 
not invalidate such bond or interest coupon. 


Pending the preparation and execution of any auch bonds, tem- 


porary bonds may be issued with or without interest coupons. The 
bonds shall be sold to the highest and best bidders, for not less than 
their par value, upon sealed bids. The Service Recognition Board shall, 
from time to time as bonds are to be sold, advertise in at least two 
daily newspapers one of which is published in the City of Springfield 
and one in the City of Chicago for proposals to purchase the bonds. 
Each of such advertisements for proposals shall be published at least 
ten days prior to the date of the opening of the bids. The board may 
reserve the right to reject any and all bids. The bonds may, at the 
request of owners, be registered -with the Auditor of Public Accounts. 
The bonds shall be deposited with the State Treasurer and when sold 
the proceeds of the bonds shall be paid into the State treasury and 
kept in a separate fund which shall be known as the Illinois Compensa- 
tion Fund.

orphans. To the extent that moneys paid oy the Board to the Agricul- 
tural Premium Fund are in the opinion of the Governor and the Di- 
rector of Agriculture in excess of the amount necessary for the pur- 
poses herein stated, the Governor shall notify the Auditor of Public 
Accounts and the State Treasurer of such fact. who. upon receipt of 
such notification shall transfer such excess moneys from the Agricul- 
tural Premium Fund to the Genet al Revenue Fund. 
Sec. 10. Any licensee conducting a horse racing- meeting may pro- 


vide a place or places in the race meeting grounds or enclosure at 
which he, they, or it may conduct and supervise the pari-mutuel or i 
certificate system of wage'ring by patrons on the horse races conducted . 
by such licensee at such meeting, and such pan-niutue! or certificate (• 


j method of wagpring upon such horse races held at said race track 
and within such race track and at such horse race meetings shall not 
under any circumstances, if conducted under the provisions of this 
Act, be held or construed to be unlawful, other statutes of the State 
of Illinois to the contrary notwithstanding. 


No other place or method of betting, pool making, wagering or 


gambling shall be used or permitted by the licensee, nor shall the pari- 
mutuel or certificate system of wagering be conducted on any races 
except horse races at the race track where such pari-mutuel or certifi- 
cate system of wagering is conducted. In order to permit such li- 
censee'to offer suitable purses or prizes comparable with those offered 
at other race tracks in the United States and induce the owners of the 
best horses in the country to race them on our tracks, each licensee 
may retain, subject, however to the payment of the privilege taxes 
hereinafter provided not to exceed thirteen per cent (lo";> and the 
breaks as his, their or its commission on the total of all money thus 
wagered: Provided, however, that licensee whose race track or en- 
closure is located within a county of less than 250.000 population and 
more than one hundred miles from the corporate limits of any city in 
this State having a population of 1.000,000 or more, may retain, sub- 
ject, however to the payment of the privilege taxes hereinafter pro- 
vided, not to exceed fourteen per cent (14^ ) and the breaks as his. 
their or its commission on the total ot all moneys thus wagered. 
Breaks shall be at all tim»s computed on the basis of not to exceed 
ten cents (lOci on the dollar. The sum held by any licensee, from 
wagers made alter the effective date of this amendatory Act. for pay- 
ment of outstanding pari-mutuel tickets, if unclaimed prior to Apiil 1 
of the next vear. shall be retained bv the licensee for payment ot such 
' tickets until that date. Within ten .days thereafter, the balance of 
each sum remaining- unclaimed shall be paid over to the Illinois Vet- 
erans' Rehabilitation Fund of the State treasury. If subsequent to 
April 1 a pari-mutuel ticket is presented for payment to the licensee 
by which the same was sold, the licensee shall pay the same and may 
charge the amount thereof against unpaid money similarly accumulated 
on account ot pari-mutuel tickets not presented for payment. 
No li- 


censee shall knowingly permit any minor to be a patron of the pari- 
mutuel or certificate system of wagering conducted or supervised by it. 


Sec. lOa. In addition to the license fee herem provided for. a tax 


of two per cent (2 ri) of the total of all moneys wagered each day ot a 
racing meet is hereby imposed upon every person, association, corpora- 
tion or trust for the privilege of conducting horse racing meetings 
under the provisions of this Act. In addition to any other license fee 
or tax imposed by this Act a tax of four per cent (4.%) of the total of 
all moneys wagered each day of a racing meet plus one-half of the 
breaks is hereby imposed upon every person, association, corporation 
or trust for the privilege of conducting- horse racing meetings under 
the provisions of this Act. Sucli taxes shall be paid by each licensee 
from the amount permitted to i>e retained by him under Section 10 
of this Act. Each day's taxes shall be paid to the Board within forty- 
eight hours after the close of the racing day upon which the same are 
assessed. 
Every person, association, corporation or trust licensed to conduct 


horse racing meetings, at least twenty days prior to the first day of 
each racing meet as provided in Section 2 of this Act, shall execute 
sureties approved by the Board, in the penal sum of 5200,000.00 condi- 
tioned for the payment of the taxes imposed by this section and the 
and file with the "Board a bond, payable to the State of Illinois, with 
balance ot the license fee in accordance with the provisions of this Act, 
and for proper compliance with, and observance of, all other require- 
ments of this Act applicable to such licensees, and the rules and regu- 
lations of the Board hereunder. 
Such licensees shall at all times keep accurate books and records of 


all moneys wagered on each day of a racing meet and of the taxes paid 
to the Board under the provisions of this section. The Board or its 
duly authorized representative or representatives shall at all reason- 
able times have access to such record* for the purpose of examining 
and checking the same and ascertaining whether or not the proper 
amount of taxes has been or is being paid as herein provided. The 
Board may also require from time to time certified reports and state- 
ments of the total of all moneys wagered daily at a horse racing meet- 
ing upon which the taxes are assessed and may prescribe blanks upon 
which such reports and statement shall be made. 


Any licensee failing or refusing to pay the amount of any tax due 


under this section shall be g-uilty of a misdemeanor and upon convic- 
tion shall be fined not more than $5.000 in addition to the amount found 
due as taxes hereunder. Each day's violation shall constitute a sepa- 
rate offense. All fines paid into Court by a licensee hereunder shall 
be transmitted and paid over by the clerk of the court to the Board. 


No other license or privilege tax or excise tax or racing fee except 


as provided in this Act shall be assessed or collected from any such 
licensee by the State or by any county, township, district, city, vil- 
lage, incorporated town, or any other body having power to assess 
or collect a tax or racing fee: nor shall Sections 23-54 or 23-55 of the 
"Revised Cities and Villages Act", approved August 15, 1941, as 
amended, apply to any licensee under this Act. 


Article III 


Section :>-!. Sections 2, 3 and 29 of the "Cigarette Tax Act", ap- 


proved June 2, 1941. as amended, are amended to lead as follows: 


Sec. 2 (a) A tax is hereby imposed upon any person engaged in 


business as a distributor of cigarettes in this State at the rate of one 
mill per cigarette sold, or otherwise disposed of in the course of such 
business in this State. In addition to any other tax imposed by this 
Act, a tax is hereby imposed upon any person engaged in business 
as a distributor of cigarettes in this State at the rate of one-half mill 
per cigarette sold or otherwise disposed of in the course of such busi- 
ness in this State on and after January 1, 1947. The payment of said 
taxes shall be evidenced by a stamp affixed to each original package 
of cigarettes as hereinafter provided. However, such taxes are not im- 
posed upon any activity in such business in interstate commerce or 
otherwise, which activity may not under the Constitution and Statutes 
of the United States be made the subject of taxation by this State. 


(b) The taxes as provided under paragraph (a) hereof shall be 


subject to a discount of five per cent (5%), which discount shall be al- 
lowed at the time of purchase of the stamps, when purchase is re- 
quired by this Act. 
(c) The taxes herein imposed shall be in addition to all other 


occupation or privilege taxes imposed by the State of Illinois, or by any 
political subdivision thereof, or by any municipal corporation. 


Sec. 3. Payment of the taxes imposed by Section 2 of this Act 


shall be evidenced by revenue tax stamps affived to each original 
package of cigarettes. It shall be the duty of each distributor of 
cigarettes, before delivering or causing- to be delivered any original 
package of cigarettes to a purchaser other than a licensed distributor 
hereunder, in this State, to firmly affix a proper stamp or stamps to 
each such package 
The Department shall sell such stamps only to persons holding 


valid licenses as distributors under the provisions of this Act. 


"Affix", in addition to its usual and popular meaning, shall also in- 


clude the imprinting of tax meter stamps upon original packages of 
cigarettes. The Department shall adopt rules and regulations relating 
to the imprinting of such tax meter stamps as will result in payment 
of the proper taxes as herein imposed. 
Sec, 29. All moneys received by the Department from the impo- 


sition of the one-mill tax and all interest and penalties received in 
connection therewith under the provisions of this Act shall be paid 
into the Emergency Relief Fund in the State treasury. All moneys 
received by the Department from the imposition of the one-half mill 
tax and all interest and penalties received in connection therewith 
under the provisions of this Act shall be paid into the Service Recogni- 
tion Bond. Interest and Retirement Fund in the State treasury. 


Article IV 


. Section 4-1. Each year, after this Act becomes fully .operative, 


and until all of the bonds herein provided for have been retired, there 
is levied a direct annual tax for such amount as shall be necessary 
and sufficient to pay 'the interest annually, as it shall accrue, on all 
bonds issued under the provisions of this Act and also to pay and dis- 
charge the principal of such bonds at par value, as such bonds fall 
due; and the amounts of such direct annual tax shall be appropriated 
for that specific purpose.
